An Open Letter . 


from Philip K. Allen 
Chairman, Andover Board of Selectmen 


‘I speak with sadness of the loss of Andover’s finest 
attribute — civic responsibility. For, judging by the num- 
ber of citizens who turned up at the Special Town Meeting 
Monday night, the evidence was unmistakable. Contrast 
this with the 300-mile trip which Joe Monan, chairman of 
the Conservation Commission, made in the middle of his 
long-deferred hunting vacation in Maine in order to attend 
the meeting and carry out his responsibilities! 


‘*‘What must be done? Should the Selectmen always in- 
sert an article which will arouse enough people to come 
— a leash law for dogs, for example? Should steps be 
taken to adopt a Representative Town Meeting law? 


‘*Not all of the articles in this Warrant are of an emer- 
gency nature, it is true, But there are enough of them to 
require immediate action by the voters — and this is the 
only way a town can function, through the final authority 
of a Town Meeting. We have, for examples, the obligation 
to begin immediately on the acquiring of land for water 
and sewer lines to the Lowell Junction area for the Gil- 
lette Company. The second phase of the Rogers Brook 
extension must be financed. We must start on plans for 
the renovation of the Junior High School and the addition 
to the West Elementary School as agreed by the Finance 
Committee, the School Committee and the Board of Select- 
men.

Editorial Comment 
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It IS Important 


If you stayed away from Town Meeting Monday night, 
you were among the majority, exercising your right under 
a free system to neglect the business of democracy. 

Because of you, 312 willing voters wasted a fair chunk 
of an‘evening; the town wasted some $600; and all the 
boards and municipal employees that must function to 
ready a warrant for public consideration wasted countless 


hours of energy. 


Town Meetings in Andover never attract anything like 
a majority of the more than 10,000 voters of this commu- 
nity. The minority always rules, but at least enough of 
the minority usually shows up to permit the transaction of 


business. 


Why then did Monday night’s meeting fail? Probably 
because there was nothing about the warrant to stir the 
passions of the kind of voters who react only when they 
are avidly for or angrily opposed to something. There 
wasn’t a cause big enough to rally large blocks of voters 
with vested interests; if there had been, lodge meetings, 
club socials, the weather — all these excuses would have 
been put aside by enough voters to make up a quorum. 

A good many people attend the annual Town Meeting 
who never take any active interest in municipal affairs 
the rest of the year. There is an opportunity for socializ- 
ing, entertainment and sometimes even a good fight. 


More 


than one voter has been heard to comment: ‘“‘I 


wouldn’t have missed it. It’s better than TV!”’ 


But the town’s business 


is sometimes just routine; 


vital, but not vital enough to inspire a battle cry. That is 
the kind of business that hangs fire now because too few 
people considered the matters at hand important enough 
to warrant their attention. Well they are important. It is 
important that funds be provided to lay plans for moderni- 
zation and renovation of the junior high school; it is 
important to obtain rights of way for the laying of water 


and sewer lines into the 


Lowell Junction area where 


Gillette Co. plans construction; it is important to acquire 
land to enlarge the West School site to make room for a 


large addition to that building; it is important to have 
enough money for snow removal for the coming winter... 


etc. etc. etc. 


It is important that all the voters who stayed away this 
week turn out next Monday, November 20 at 8 p.m. to 
transact business that cannot wait.

The Last Days Of EXPO ’°67 


For me, EXPO °67 carried four 
messages as a forecast of the 
future; one, the reality of environ= 
ment as realized in the many 
illusionary images of multiple film 
to be experienced in a number of 
pavilions; another, the conscious 
manipulation of scale in relation 
to the human figure - againa sense 
of environment; a third, the as= 
tounding lines waiting to see the 
art exhibition which was an as= 
tounding accomplishment in itself; 
and finally, the expression of those 
sensitive developments in living 
plans for the future - Habitat, Let 
me comment more fully, yet briefly 
on each, In the most successful of 
the ‘‘environmental movies,” 
there was both logic and theme, 
The medium may have been the 
‘*message’® in the sense that it 
established the observer as being 
a participant, rather than a mere 
observer, but the theme was the 
environment too, For example, a 
section of the Austrian pavilion 
was devoted to explaining to its 
visitors something of the character 
and history of that country, After 
the wait in line, visitors were led 
into a steel vaulted room the slant= 
ing walls of which met overhead 
in the shape of a gothic dome, 
A dozen colorful banners hung 
from the ceiling and one wondered 
where else to look, Suddenly, by 
push-button, the banners were 
furled and, as instantaneously, the 
audience seated on _ revolving 
chairs in the center was sur= 
rounded by the moving panorama 
of the Austrian mountains, The 
100 odd chairs rotating randomly 
now this way, now that, were as 
animated as the projected en= 
vironment, One thousand years 
of history was relived in twenty 
minutes, The world of Austria 
was astir.

In one pavilion after another, 
the message of reality was pur= 
veyed through the sense of vision 
by various techniques, The curved 
screen presentation of the 
Canadian Pacific building drama 
tized the wildness and sensible= 
ness of youth, Motorcycles flashed 
across each other with the 
dramatic illusion provided by 
modern technology yet reminise 
cent of the keystone comedies 
which delighted audiences during 
the early years of this century, 
A jalopy manned by two youngsters 
raced two cowboys on horseback 
across the trackless prairie, 
coming to an unbelievable stop at 
the brink of a vast hidden canyon 
which opened up abruptly far be= 
low, so that the audience gripped 
its seats and gasped, so powerful 
was the illusion of the experience, 
Perhaps the most consumate of 
any presentations were two rooms 
of the Czeckoslovakian building,

In one, the industrial and agrarian 
story of modern life was told by 
projections on and through moving 
opaque and translucent cubes, 
cylinders and spools, which took 
the stage like actors symbolizing 
the clockwork movement by which 
modern society can be regulated, 
In the other, was a rectangular 
wall made up of 112 two foot 
blocks on which a variety of co= 
ordinated images represented na= 
ture, things made from nature and 
man himself, The overall theme 
of EXPO was explicitly stated as 
the blocks shot forward in three= 
dimensional relief, now here, now 
there, coordinated by computer 
with the beat of the music, The 
music changed mood as the visual 
mood changed, The cubic repeti= 
tiousness of the symbols not only 
reflected the monotony of modern 
routine, but also gave validity to 
the repetitious squares of the 
American painter, Andy Warhol, 
whose insistence on the repeated 
image has caused such profes= 
sional aesthetic controversy. 


But if EXPO made any broad 
aesthetic statement, it was the 
acceptance of strange abstract 
forms on the part of people who 
have refused to accept suchidioms 
heretofore, The monumental ab= 
stract sculpture by a variety of 
artists took its place among the 
sculptural character of the 
pavilions as appropriately as the 
old fashioned barn was related to 
the house. A mammoth, sedate 
sculpture by Alexander Calder (one 
of the few modern artists the public 
has been able to ‘‘take’®) was 
virtually lost amid the architece 
tural turbulence of the many pavi= 
lions around it, To lose a mame» 
moth is not easy; if EXPO pose 
sessed any overall weakness it 
was the lack of relatedness both 
inside and out of the multitude 
of elements contending for atten= 
tion, The impressive exception 
was, again, the Czechoslavakian 
building wherein, historicaltreas= 
ures, painting, sculpture, wood, 
fabric, glass were literally glow= 
ingly integrated with the projected 
world already described, Alas, for 
chauvinistic pride perhaps, the 
U, S. sphere was disappointing 
for this same lack of unity in 
terms of the vast, overwhelming, 
interior, To be sure, the overe 
size paintings, the ramps and the 
scientific displays provided shapes 
by which to measure the space in= 
side without which the space might 
haye seemed no larger than 
a bubble in a bathtub, but the Holly= 
wood treatment as well as the 
treatment of Hollywood ina tedious 
unconvincing display detracted 
from the whole, 


In extenuation of any weaknesses 


let me merely point out that the 
time within which EXPO was or= 
ganized and produced makes its 
appearance phenomenal, It is far 
more profitable, as a cultural his= 
torian of today and tomorrow, for 
me to look at more positive as= 
pects, the lessons which EXPO 
has taught me, I have dealt with 
two, all too arbitrarily: first, the 
sense of environment as revealed 
through the visitor participation 
in the projected image; second, 
the environment as represented by 
architectural and sculptural in» 
terrelationships with reference to 
the human being, despite a lack of 
overall coordination, To have 
achieved the latter would have ree 
quired many more years of careful 
planning, The third lesson is the 
interest of the average person in 
cultural, specifically artistic 
matters, when the contents of the 
exhibition and its presentation are 
good enough, The objective of those 
charged with assembling the 188 
works of art, painting, sculpture, 
drawings, prints, from all periods 
of time and from every portion of 
the globe was to construct the 
**Gem’* of EXPO °67, Ihave already 

referred to the U, S, sphere as 
the scintillating diamond, 
sparkling in its surroundings and 
have demurred as to its contents, 
Although the building which housed 
the art exhibition is pleasant and 
effective and will remain as a 
permanent shelter, it was thecon= 
tents which became the gem, the 
many gems, Charged with the ime 
portance of assembling the best 
was Pierre Dupuy, Commissioner 
General for Canada; but the 
original conception was that of the 
late Donald Buchanan, a Trustee 
of the National Gallery of Canada, 
and its fulfillment that of Miss 
Kathleen Fenwick, Curator of 
Prints and Drawings of the National 
Gallery, who was appointed 
director of the exhibit itself, A 
long list of international honorary 
committees, executive com= 
mittees, advisory committees and 
administrative committees is tobe 
found in the handsome 400 page 
illustrated catalogue still availe 
able from the National Gallery, 
Ottawa, 

. : 

The merging of multiple exe 
periences at EXPO was my 
strongest feeling for it, again re= 
calling the theme, ‘‘Man and His 
World,”® To analyze it all as sum= 
marily as I have done here, leaves 
me with the feeling that thereis an 
enormous amount unsaid and thatl 
have not provided an accurate 
account, This is the feeling which 
I believe everyone must have had 
for, no matter how long his stay, 
there was still more, 

Will EXPO *67 influence the 
future? Of course! 
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The children’s room is featuring, 
correspondence between E, B, 
White, author of STUART LITTLE, 
and a devoted Andover fan of his, 
Kay Berthold Frishman, when she 
was 10 years old read and loved 
STUART LITTLE ‘‘but’’, she said, 
“*T don’t like the ending because 
I don’t know whether he’s going to 
get there or not,” 

White answered, ‘‘Thanks for 
your letter, Sorry the end doesn’t 
sound right to you... Alli can 
tell you is that STUART LITTLE 
was driving a good car, liked to 
travel, and was headed in the right 
direction.’® In 1966 White wrote 
an article about Stuart for the New 
York Times which Kay read while 
in Uruguay as a Peace Corps 
Volunteer, The book’s ending came 
clear thirteen years after her 
original letter, So there was 21966 
exchange of letters which are now 
on display along with the first set 
in the children’s room at Memorial 
Hall Library. Children are still 
complaining about the ending of 
STUART LITTLE and love the 
book, seemingly forever.

Main Street house built in the

The house has a history which 
conjures up a picture of Andover 
in the days when a choice piece 
of residential land could be had 
for $150, i 

Robert Adamsky has researched 
this history and presents the fol- 
lowing record of the Leavitt House,

“*The house, built in 1823, re= 
presents the home of a successful, 
but not wealthy, businessman, 
Jonathan Leavitt was a bookbinder 
associated with the printing firm 
of Flagg & Gould, and according 
to records inthe Registry of Deeds, 
acquired the land on which the 
house is located from Abraham 
Gould in the Spring of 1823, The 
price of approximately one acre 
of land was $150, Later inthe year, 
a mortgage by J. Leavitt to Abra= 
ham Gould, Timothy Flagg, and 
Mark Newman for $2000 is re= 
corded, Thus, the principles of 
the printing firm financed the 
building of the house, and it may 
be assumed that the $2000 repre= 
sented the approximate cost of the 
structure, With the completion of 
the house, a ‘‘book row’’ was 
established on South Main Street, 
North of the, Leavitt house, se= 
parated now by one more recent 
building, are the houses of Abra= 
ham Gould (now occupied by the 
Kaisers), Timothy Flagg (present 
home of the Millers) and Mark 
Newman Sr, (210 South Main St.). 
Newman was the bookseller of the 
‘“‘corporation”’, The triangle of 
land North of Highland Road was 
the site of the printing office of 
Flagg and Gould, however, the 
structure was later moved or de= 
molished,

“Mr, Leavitt was not native 
to Andover, appearing on the scene 
about 1820, He was admitted to 
membership in the South Churchin 
1826, and moved to New York City 
in 1828, where he became a booke 
seller and publisher with the firm 
of Leavitt and Lord, later Leavitt, 
Lord and Newman, He sold the 
house to Mark Newman Jr, in 1828, 
although the deed of sale is re 
corded in 1832, Mark Jr. lived in 
the house until 1843, when he left 
his father’s business to join Mr, 
Leavitt in New York, Later 
families living in the house were 
the Wheelers, Dows, Pearsons, 
Winslows, Barnards, Merricks, 
and Roberts, with the Dows from 
1849 to 1896 representing the 
longest ownership. 


“‘The house was built by David 
Hidden, a native of Newburyport, 
who came to Andover in 1807, and 
later built many of the fine homes 
and school buildings on and around 
**Academy Hill’’, The recently dis= 
covered journal of David Hidden, 
resurrected from long obscurity 
in the Andover Historical Society, 
shows that he was working on 
‘Mr, Levit’s’? house in April, 
1823, and throughout that summer, 
He constructed a woodshed in 
December, a fence in April, 1824, 
a well-cover in May, and in April, 
1825 the roof balustrade. In 
December of that year he began 
work on the barn, The balustrade 
is no longer in its original posi= 
tion, having been moved halfway 
up the roof, probably after a storm 
had inflicted damage to the struce 
ture, Unfortunately, inthe Hidden 
Journal, more details are given 
for the balustrade and the barn 
than for the house, and no material 
lists are recorded for the house 
itself, 

“Mr, Hidden built the house in 
the basic Georgian fouresquare 
style, and although the time was

late in the Federal era, and in the 
beginning of the Greek Revival 
period, constructional features are 
those of the early Federal period, 
The house contains a center hall, 
flanked on either side by rooms 
front and back on both floors. Two 
chimneys provide back to back 
fireplaces in all rooms, The 
original kitchen, now the sitting 
room, was probably supplemented 
by a summer kitchen in the ‘‘ell”’ 
which was built about 1830; and 
demolished about 1940, Whether 
Mr, Leavitt conducted his book= 
binding in the barn, or in another 
building on the property or else= 
where is not known, 

‘*Although much of the house is 
original, the construction and des= 
truction of the ell necessitated 
major restoration in the present 
kitchen and back hall, Much of the 
material used in restoration was 
obtained from old houses in pro= 
cess of demolition, The back door= 
way, probably originating in Rhode 
Island, came from a house in 
Beverly Farms, woodwork from 
Newburyport, and floorboards 
from East Douglas, Mass., and 
Exeter, N. H, The fireplace in the 
kitchen had been closed, and re= 
opening this required considerable 
upheaval in the modern heating 
systetn, 

**Old features of interest in the 
house are the beehive oven and 
kitchen fireplace, many panes of 
old crown glass still remain, 
panelled ‘‘christian doors’’, wide 
board wainscotting, old locks and 
latches, and seven original fire= 
place mantles, The slight curvae 
ture of ceilings and floors, much 
more evident upstairs, {is a con= 
structional feature typical of sea= 
coast carpenters,”
